A communication was received from 
Frank Foppiano, federal income tax 
officer, asking the use of a room at 
the city hall in which to meet resi¬ 
dents. The city clerk was instructed 
to communicate with Mr. Foppiano 
and tell him he might have the use of 
the city engineer's room on the first 
floor of the building. Mr. Foppiano 
will be in this city one day, Monday, 
June 6th. 

The board adjourned to meet next 
Monday evening, the regular meeting 
night.

PACIFIC AND SANTA FE AGREE 
TO ABSORB SWITCHING TOLLS 
„> LOCAL BELT RAILROAD. 


H. E. Smith, secretary of the South 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce, 
has announced that three railroads, 
the Western Pacific, Santa Fe and 
Southern Pacific, have agreed to ab¬ 
sorb the ?3.50 switching charge of the 
South San Francisco Belt Railroad. 
This arrangement, which means much 
to local manufacturers, will go into 
effect on all three railroads July 5th 
of this year. 

This is a direct result of the exten¬ 
sion of San Francisco switching limits 
to include South San Francisco, ac¬ 
complished after long and strenuous 
agitation by the local Chamber. It is 
looked upon by local manufacturers 
and Chamber of Commerce members 
as an important victory for the local 
Chamber.

Self-Government 

Report of self-government commit¬ 
tee. 

The supreme judge shall be either 
the student body president or supreme 
judge elected by the student body. 

The boy and girl vice-president of 1 
the student body shall be the judges 
in all cases and they may appeal to 
the supreme judge If necessary. 

There shall be a boy and girl clerk 
appointed by the judges. 

The trials shall be held whenever 
necessary. 

There shall be assistants appointed 
by the supreme judge and ratified by 
the boy and girl judges. These as¬ 


sistants may be used as a jury if 
necessary. 

There shall be one or more faculty 
advisors who are approved by the 
principal. 

This group of ideas centers on the 
discipline of the school only. 

This is what we think is a practical 
self-government. 

Hint: In introducing self-govern¬ 
ment in a school, use the principal as 
faculty advisor. 

Fresno: All you have in this is the 
ideas of carrying on trials. 

Stockton: We cannot lay down set 
rules which will suit every school. We 
tried to set up rules that can be ap¬ 
plied by each individual school ac¬ 
cording to their needs. The president 
of the student body should act as ap¬ 
pellate judge. If president cannot 
take care of, elect a special man. Two 
vice-presidents may be used. Girl 
president over the court of the girls 
and boy over the boys. These people 
appoint police, etc. As many assist¬ 
ants as are necessary may be ap¬ 
pointed, according to the size of the 
school. Girl clerk can be appointed 
by girl vice-president, etc. In serious 
cases, as drinking liquor, should not 
be handled by the students, as it is a 
case for the principal or the law. 

Hollywood: Moves report to be 
accepted. Seconded and carried. 

Education of Freshmen 

Poly: When freshman is entered 
have assembly for them and try to get 
them started right. Regular program 
for them and interest them In school 
traditions, etc. Give them write-up in 
paper. 

Venice: System of special assem¬ 
bly for freshmen where all officers get 
together and talk on the traditions of 
the school, school spirit, etc. This 
makes freshmen know what the school 
stands for, etc. 

Salinas: Big Brother and Big Sis¬ 
ter idea.

San Mateo: First publication of the 
weekly paper tells freshmen how to 
get started right. Have assembly for 
them. Give them copy of constitu¬ 
tion. 

San Diego: History and English 
classes make freshmen learn the con¬ 
stitution. Mock trials, executive 
meetings, elections, etc. Have them 
go through different stages of civic 
life. 

Elections 

Man, Arts: Has an elective system 
which is a success. Have nomination 
petitions. Get them from president 
of student body. Place for fifty names. 
Must be fifty signatures before per¬ 
son can run. Officers who run are on 
stage and have nomination speech. 
In this way the student body gets a 
good look at the person and can size 
them up. After nomination start in 
from editor to president. Vote by bal¬ 
lot, taken to student body office and 
counted after voting. If two run 
close for one office, have finals next

posters out and distribute them. 
Sometimes form serpentine for a 
nominee; take pride in elections, it 
is benefical as well as fun. It is demo¬ 
cratic. 

Sacramento: Every fellow or girl 
running for office has campaign man¬ 
ager who carries petition and makes 
nomination speech for them. In this 
way it saves the nominee telling his 
good points. The nominee then must 
talk for two or three minutes that the 
students may know him, etc. 

Ways of Getting Students Educated in 
Higher Education

POI’COBN CONFECTIONS EASY 

TO MAKE AND GOOD TO EAT 

popcorn is one of the good things 
of this world. In olden times the corn 
was popped by throwing a handful 
into the hot fireplace, and as the 
kernels popped they would jump out 
and were gathered up—a sort of game 
which seems to have been enjoyed. 
Special corn poppers long ago became 
common but a covered iron frying pan 
can be used if one takes care. The 
corn should be well dried and the 
popper shaken vigorously, so that the 
corn will not burn. A cup of dried 
corn will make three quarts when 
popped. It is good salted lightly and 
even better if some melted butter is 
added and well mixed with the corn. 

Many prefer the big, fluffy kernels 
when they are sweetened. The fol¬ 
lowing recipes for popcorn confec¬ 
tions have been tested by the United 
States Department of Agriculture: 

Chocolate Popcorn 

2 teacups of white sugar. 

4 cup of corn syrup. 

2 ounces of chocolate. 

1 cup of water. 

Put these ingredients into a kettle 
and cook them until the syrup hardens 
when tested in cold water. Pour over ! 
four quarts of crisp, freshly popped | 
corn and stir well to insure a uniform : 
coating of the kernels. 

Sugared Popcorn 

Make a syrup by boiling together 
two teacups of granulated sugar and 
one teacup of water until the syrup ; 
strings from the spoon or hardens 
when dropped into cold water. Pour 
over four quarts of freshly popped 
corn and stir well. 

Popcorn Halls 
1 pint of syrup. 

1 pint of sugar. 

tablespoons of butter. 

1 teaspoon of vinegar. 

Cook until the syrup hardens when 
dropped into cold water. Remove to 
back of stove and add one-half tea-' 
spoon of soda dissolved in a table¬ 
spoon of hot water and then pour the 
hot syrup over four quarts of freshly 
popped corn, stirring till each kernel 
is well coated, when it can be molded 
into halls or into any desired form. 

Dark-colored balls may be made by 
using New Orleans molasses, and 
lighter-colored ones by the use of j 
maple syrup. Any good syrup or 
molasses can be used. 

Another way is to boil together one 
cup of corn syrup and one tablespoon 
of vinegar until a few drops harden 
in water. Then pour the hot syrup 
over the popcorn and as soon as the 
mass is cold enough to handle, grease 
the hands well and form into balls.
